I have kept in touch with SHAPE matters during the years 
primarily through the SHAPE Officers' Association Newsletter 
and the annual dinner session the SHAPE "alumni" have in 
Washington each Fall. 


On the chance that I am an acceptable substitute for 
General Walters, I am enclosing a biographic outline and 
photograph. 


Your previous correspondence did not provide any specifics 
to the when or where of the meeting, what the dress would be, 
and whether there was any particular approach which you thought 
it would be most appropriate for the speaker to take. Unless 
you have any other desires, I’ would prefer to talk about the 
importance of a strong U.S. intelligence capability to the 
effectiveness of NATO and SHAPE.
